Mr*  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

"The  old  order  changeth  yielding  place 
to  the  New",  and  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  v/hen  we  must  relinguish 
ouj?  part  time  appointments  as  your  joint  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
to  a whole  time  official , and  so  this  will  be  our  last  annual  report  on 
'the  health  and  physical  well  being  of  your  district. 

There  is  a certain  sadneisis  in  this 

’Swan  Song'  , one  of  us  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
old  Chirk  Rural  District  Council  in  1921,  having  attended  your  meetings 
as  deputy  to  your  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  late  John  Danial 
Lloyd,  for  several  months  before  his  death,  and  so  saw  the  beginning  of 
the  first  housing  estate  erected  by  the  Rural  District  Council  in  Rhosyv/ae; 

■ During'  the  . 30  years  which  has  passed 
so  quickly  our  district  has  taken  its  full  share  in  the  development  of  the 
welfare  state  as  we  know  it  today,  hiimedi ate ly  after  the  1914-18  yicit 
you  built  172  houses,  while  since  the  end  of  the  second  world  war  you  have 
completed  no  less  than  400  houses.  This  was  only  made  possible  by  the 
foresight  of  the  Council  in  the  year  I937  , by  bringing  water  dovm  the 
valley  from  Pandy  at  a cost  of  £17,000, 

The  building  of  these  houses  all  v/ith  a 
piped  water  supply  and  baths  necessitates  the  provision  of  adequate  scvi^a-’*- 
works  , and  it  is  most  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  every  village  .tn 
your  area  now  has,  or ’there  is  in  contract  efficient  sewage  disposal  v/or.a-^, 
while  the  scavenging  of  all  the  populace  part  of  your  district  is  now 
undertaken  by  the  Council,  All  this  means  a very  considerable  expenaitu';’^ 
of  money made  possible  by  various  acts  of  Parliament,  amounting  to  over 
£6^0,000,

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During  this  period  the  planning  and  supervision  of  the  worn 
has  been  under  two  surveyors?  Id  J*,  Jaines  who  sucoeded  Green  Davies 
in  1921?  and  Aubrey?  'who  csjiie  to  us  in  1930,  end  who  has  been 

responsible  for  the  entire  planning  and  execution  of  the  Pandy  and 
Pentrefelin  Water  Schemes,  as  well  as  the.  layout  of  all  your  housing 
sites  throughout  the  Rural  District  and  we  cannot  let  this  opportunity 
pass  without  saying  how  veiy  deeply  in  Mr^  Aubrey  ^s  debt  we  consider  the 
Ceiriog  Rural  District  to  be. 

1921,  the  Chirk  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  was  opened  and 
was  able  to  serve  the  community  faithfully  and  well,  until  it  became 
state  owned  in  July  I948,  and  it  is  a great  source  of  satisfaction  that 
its  wo  Ik:  is  carried  on  and  advanced  under  the  national  Health  Act  of  1946© 
This  is  a veiy  brief  resume'  of  the  past,  but  in  laying  dovw*  our 
Stewardship  we  feel  we  can  claim  that  the  last  30  years  are  not  years 
that  the  locusts  have  eaten,  and  that  the  district  is  to  be  congratulate c 
on  having  always  had  a Council  fully  alive  to  its  duty  as  the  gUardiens 
to  the  Public  health  and  well  being  of  the  community  it  serves© 

'Public  Health’  has  now  become  a vast  and  specialised  subject 
and  one  demanding  a whole  time  service  in  the  populous  areas,  but  v/e 
sometimes  wonder  whether  the  small  Rural  Districts  will  not  loose  some- 
thing of  the  personal  and  human  touch  in  disposing  of  the  General  Medlar.  1 
Practitioner  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  had  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  his  district  and  its  inhabitants. 

Neverthe  less  wo  take  our  leave  by  thanking  the  Council  for  its 
unfailing  kindnexx  and  forbearance  of  our  many  shortcomings  and  gur  deep 
gratitude  to  your  learned  Clerk  - Mr,  Richards,  your  Surveyor  Mr^.  Aubrrv , 
and  all  your  officials  and  in  expressing  our  confidence  that  the  fumur:, 
will  holdout  prospects  of  increasing  advancement*
